Oprntoy is still divided upon the subject of the best method of 
affording relief to Ireland. “ Give her food now,” is the cry of 
one section of the philanthropists who are naturally shocked at 
the rapid disappearance of the population ; ‘“ Leave permanent 
measures,” they continue, “to better times.” ‘ Lose not the 
chance of introducing a lasting and wholesome system of poor 
relief,” exclaim another section: “ Present charity is but a pre- 
mium upon future improvidence.” 

The arguments press with equal foree upon both sides. Go- 
vernment takes a juste milieu course, and endeavours to combine 
the objects of all the friends of Ireland; to afford immediate 
succour to the suffering, and lay the foundation of permanent 
improvements on estates which are interested in carrying them 
out. Railroads, draining, road making, &c., are the grand spe- 
cifics, and no one can deny that they are each excellent in their 
way, as affording present employment, with good wages, and ulti- 
mate benefit to the: country. But they are not enough. The 
great natural capabilities of Ireland suggest many other methods 
of bettering the condition of the people, some of which recom-

| Sterling, it is computed, would suffice for building and equipping 
| a sufficient number of vessels of proper tonnage for the deep sea 
fisheries, and of vessels and boats for the herring and other in- 
shore fisheries; thus benefiting ship and boat builders, rope- 
makers, net-makers, coopers, basket-makers, wheelwrights, car- 
penters, &c. and for the erection of curing and drying houses, &c. ;

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Should Ireland send for, and the Government employ a “ Gastro- 
nomic Regenerator” to provide a comparatively weak and unsub- 
stantial aliment, when the ocean, which washes the shores of the 
Green Isle, is prepared to yield up her rich and nutritious trea- 
sures to those who will take the trouble to seek for them? 
Such an application of money and talent appears to us a mistake ; 
at the best, it is but a temporary stop-gap, and does not in any 
way involve the employment of those it nourishes. We there- 
fore return to the recommendation with which we set out, and by 
way of strengthening it, would respectfully urge the Government 
to re-peruse the following passages from the prefatory remarks of 
the Board of Works to Sir Tbomas Dick Lauder’s “ Instruc- 


tions :”— 


In the present season of distress and privation, arising from the 
failure of the potato crop, it appears to be essentially necessary to 
call attention to the vast supply of food of nutritious quality that sur- 
rounds the island, and which a moderate degree of local energy, 
foresight, and enterprise, might readily make available in aid of the 
pressing wants of the country, whilst the result of properly directed 
exertions would be the permanent improvement of the fisheries, and 
profitable employment to a large portion of the coast population. 

During this season, large quantities of fish taken on the coast have 
been lost, or sold at a nominal price for manure, from the want of 
local energy to provide suitable means of curing, or even a sufficient 
supply of salt; and this has taken place in portions of the country 
where it has since been reported that men have died of starvation. 

The curing of fish is a trade that may advantageously be pursued 
on a large scale, with a considerable investment of capital, or which 
may be profitably followed in the cabin of the fisherman's family, 
when properly instructed. 

The preparation, washing, salting, drying, or smoking of the fish, 
with its subsequent transmission to market, and its sale, would afford 
profitable employment to great numbers of women and children, as 
well as men, whilst the offal will sell well as a useful manure, and 
valuable oils, in addition, may be extracted from the fish. 

The establishment of curing stations, especially for round fish, 
which may be had almost without intermission throughout the year, 
producing a steady daily market for the fishermen, will lead to in- 
creased exertion on their part, and the certain success attendant on 
perseverance, and increased industry, notwithstanding long-estab- 
lished habits, will enable them to procure improved tackle, and to 
adopt improved modes of fishing. The fishermen, when encouraged 
by a fair, steady price, wiil proceed to sea to look for and follow the 
fish, rather than wait, as is too frequently the case at present, for the 
fish to come to them. 

Where a wholesome, and even delicate article of food for home 
consumption, and for keeping during a period of two or four weeks, 
can be prepared by an hour's immersion in pickle, and a few hours’ 
drying or smoking with evén turf fuel, the immense loss annually 
sustained by the people in many parts of Jreland, from the total 
neglect of any system of curing, can scarcely be calculated. 

In any case, even a small outlay would effect much good, and, 
judiciously manaved, be amply remunerative ; whilst there can be 
Jittle doubt that if the trade be entered upon in an enlarged spirit of 
enterprise and skill, and with sufficient capital, the Irish merchant 
might soon need no other “ official brand” than his own name to 
render his cured fish acceptable at the highest price in the English or 
other markets of the world, 


That our anxiety to forward and uphold an occupation bene- 
ficial to the interest of all classes is participated in by those whose 
immediate duty it is to encourage such pursuits, is evident from 
the following answer to a letter forwarded by the fish markets of 
Yarmouth to W. Wilshere, Esq., to procure the interference of 
the Government to obtain, if possible, the removal of certain dif- 
ferential duties, which restrict the consumption of herrings on 


the Continent : —

Sir, — I am directed by Viscount Palmerston, to acknowledge the 
receipt of the memorial, which you have transmitted to him from the 
fishing owners and fish curers of Great Yarmouth, and its vicinity, 
praying for his lordship's interference with foreign governments on 
the Continent of Europe, to obtain the removal of certain differential 
duties which at present restrict the consumption of British cured fish 
in those countries; and I am to inform you that it belongs to the 
Board of Trade, to consider the matters treated of in the memorial 
transmitted by you, end that Lord Palmerston will be happy to pay 
every attention to any recommendation which he may receive from 
that board, as to the best means of attaining the object sought for by 
the memorialists.

HOUSE OF LORDS.— Monpay, Marcu 15. 


Lorn’ STANtey presented petitions from Tipperary, drawing attention to the 
extensive sale of firearms at present going on in Ireland, and praying for mea- 
sures of encouragement to railway enterprise and emigration. The firat-men- 
tioned petition set forth the extraordinary fact, that, at the auction sales of arms, 
guns were commended by the auctioneer as “a receipt in full for rents,” and as 
“ warranted to take down agents at 120 yards.” The Noble Lord, whilst express- 
ing his concurrence with the prayer of the petition in reference to emigration, to 
the extent of local and partial encouragement, deprecated the idea of any exces- 
sive scheme of emigration to be carried out by the Government as most objection- 
able.—An interesting conversation on the subject of emigration followed, in 
which Earl Firzwit.iam, Lord MonTeaGLe, the Earl of Devon, Lord BrouGuamM, 
the Earl of MOUNTCASHEL, and the Karl of Ripon and others took part.—The 
Consolidated Fund Bill and the Loan Bill were considered in committee.

The adjourned debate on the Poor Relief (Ireland) Bill was resumed by Sir W. 
Ciay, who supported the measure, as being the best that could be devised in the 
present state of Ireland, though he considered it far from perfect.—After some 
observations from Captain Jones, Mr. V Stuaar said, though of itself the mea- 
sure could not obviate the evils of the present famine in Ireland, yet with other 
measures it would be productive of great amelioration, and he would therefore 
give it his most cordial support.—Mr. J. O’ConneLi would support the Bill, as 
he thought it might be beneficial at present. but not permanently, as it would 
break down the smaller rate-payers, and add them to the paupers already in ex- 
istence. He hoped the House would LM diag cep the ex-officio guardian clause. 
He wished some means to be taken by which absentee landlords should be taxed 
more heavily than resident ones. He said that the Irish landlords were quite 
readv to accept what the Hon. Member for Bath had taunted them with.—Lord 
Courtenay said he should cordially support this Bill. He admitted that, taken 
alone, it might do mischief, but in conjunction with the other measures he 
belleved it would ameliorate the condition of Ireland. (Hear, and loud cheers.)— 
Sir D. Norreys defended the gentlemen residing in his neighbourhood ( Mallow) 
from the attacks made upon them by Sir Benjamin Hall, and defended the Irish 
landlords in general from the attack made upon them for not agreeing to ont- 
door relief.—Major Layarp was of opinion that the principle of out-door relief 
was indispensable to the utility of the measure, which he should warmly sup- 
port.—Lord Joun Mannens said it was impossible any poor-law could support 
three millions of people. He expressed himself favourably towards the railroad 
bill of Lord G. Bentinck, which the House had thought proper to reject. He 
approved, however, of the principle of out-door relief, without which no poor- 
law system could be efficient. — Mr. Lanouciere contended, that without the 
principle of out-door relief the bill would be utterly inefficient. The House, in 
carryiug out the measure before them, would be giving a stimulus to Irish pro- 
prietors to make increased exertions, from which the happiest effects might be 
anticipated.—Mr. W. S. O'Brien said. there would have been no deaths from 
starvation in Ireland if she had had a domestic legislature, and denounced almost 
every Irish measure that Government had adopted since its accession to power. 
-—Mr. ROEBUCK supported the measure. The property of England was at this 
moment giving out-door relief to 700,000 persons, and surely it was reasonable 
that the Irish proprietors should do the same by their paupers. ‘There was not, 
he believed, a town in Engiand in which the people would not to a man declare, 
if the question were put to them, that the landlords of Ireland tshould be taxed 
for the support of the Irish poor.—Mr. M. J. O'CONNELL supnorted the measure. 
—After some observations from Mr. CALLAGHAN and Sir A. Brooke, Lord JoHN 
Russevr said he had received a letter from Lord Monteagle, intimating that the 
Irish landlords were willing to contribute to any necessary extent to the support 
of the por in workhouses, as an alternative to giving out-door relief. The 
House then went into committee, pro forma, and the Bill was ordered to be re- 
committed on Friday next. The other orders of the day were then disposed of, 
and the House adjourned.

The desi-e to proceed with the Factory Bill was evinced by the fact that two 
divisions took place on moving the [previous orders of the day for the second 
reading of the Rating of Tenements and Juvenile Offenders Bills, which ques- 
tions were resolved in the negative by large majorities, the second readings 
standing postponed accordingly. The order of the day for the committal of the 
Factory Bill having been read, Mr. Dennisroun, in a speech of considera’le 
length, condemned the measure, designating it as a anton} a mockery, anda 
snare, but suggesting that its objects might be carried out by working with al- 
ternating relays of labourers and reserves, those persons working twelve hours a 
day, one day to work only eight the next from Monday till Friday, and on Satur- 
day nine, on the same principle. which would give 57 hours’ labour a week instead 
of 59, as contemplated by the Bill. The advantage of such a system would be, 
that while it would restrict’the hours of labour, it would tend to keep up the pro- 
ductive power of the country. With a view to the consideration of this proposi- 
tion, and being desiro”s to promote harmonious feelings between employers and 
the employed, he moved that the committee be postponed until Wednesday, the 
31st inst.—Mr. EscoTT seconded the motion.—Mr. AGLIONBY thought no good 
would result from taking the opinion of parties out of the House, and considered 
it an unfortunate circumstance as regarded the master manufacturers that the 
system of working now suggested by the Hon. Member for Glasgow, on their 
behalf, had not been propounded at an earlie: period.—Lord Joun RUSSELL en. 
tertained the belief that the proposition in question was one not originating with 
any body of manufacturers, but came from an individual, and that at the eleventh 
hour; he trusted, therefore, that the House would at once proceed with the 
Bill.—Mr. F. MAULE considered that as the proposition of the Hon. Member for 
Glasgow showed something like a desire on the part of the manufacturers to 
meet the wishes of the labourers, it was one deserving of consideration.—Mr. 
W. BROWN expressed his surprise that the advocates for commercial freedom 
should support a Bill, the effect of which must he to banish skill and labour from 
the country, he should give it his determined opposition.— Mr. BriGut was in 
favour of an immediate decision on so momentons a question; and taking, as he 
did, a strong interest in the welfare of the working classes, he would rather op- 

ose than deceive them; therefore, he should support the motion of the Hon. 
Member for Glasgow, or any other which would interfere with the prog'ess of a 
measure which could only lead to the most disastrous results.—Mr HINDLEY de- 
fended the free traders from the atta:k of the Hon. Member for Lancashire, and 
quoted the authority of Mr. Cabden to show that they had been of opinion that 
free trade would lead to a diminution of the unreasonab e hours ot labour to 
which the working classes Were exposed.— Mr. FIELDEN alluded to the fact that 
Mr. Bright’s mills were at the present moment in a state of idleness, and argued 
that had a ten hours’ Bill been passed last session, every cotton mill in Manchester 
and its neighbourhood would have been now at work.—Sir R. Peep tnought 
sufficient grounds had not been laid for delay, and, therefore, he should oppose 
any motion that would have thateffect.—Lord J. Russe, in an elaborate speech, 
in the course of which he took a review of the state of the cotton trade in Eng- 
land and abroad, and of the relative social condition of the persons employed in 
it, concluded his observations by stating, that he could not look with indifference 
on those whose lot had been described as only to work, to eat, to sleep, and to 
die, As regarded such persons generally, but particularly the young, it was the 
duty of the state to Incu cate the doctrines of religion, to cultivate thrir domestic 
happiness and affecti ns, and to induce them to look uo to the laws, and the Go- 
vernment of the country, for protection from oppression; with a view to the 
affording time for the acquisition of these desirable objects, he was ready, at a 
risk ~ for risk there was—to vote for the clause restricti 1g the period of labour in 
the case of females and children under 18 years of age to 1] hours a day.— Mr. DEN- 
nistoun having withdrawn his amendment, the House went into committee, 
when the first clause enacting the foregoing proposition, to come into operation 
on the first of May next, was agreed to. On the second clause limiting the hours 
of labour to ten hours a day, after the Ist of May, 1848, being put, some discussion 
ensued, after which the committee diviced, when the clause was affirmed by a 
majority of seventy-e'ght. The remaining clauses were then agreed to, and the 
report was ordered to be received on Wednesday the 21st of Apnil.

Tur Poor Law. — An abstract return, showing the number of 
persons relieved in the Irish workhouses during certain periods, &c., 
has been puma by order of the House of Commons, on the motion 
of Mr. P. Pusey. It shows that during the half year ended 
Michaeimas Day, 1844, the total number of paupers of ail kinds re- 
lieved in the workhouses of 112 unions in Ireland amounted to 
74,229, against 62,025 in the preceding half year. Of these 74,229 
paupers, 16,590 were males, 23,639 females, and 34,000 children 
under 15 years of age. The total number of applicants who were 
refused relief amounted to 8024, of whom 1676 were males, 2684 
females, 2795 children under 15 years of age applying with parents, 
and 869 children under 15. The population was 7,180,210, and the 
net annual value of the rateable property in all the unions amounted 
to 12,197,437}. There were 18 unions the workhouses of which had 
not been opened for the reception of the destitute poor at the close 
ore halt year ore September 29. 1844, the population of which 
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Gauicia. — The Russian consul at Jassy has officially announced 
to the secretary of state of the Prince of Moldavia that the Russian 
government has accorded the permission to the merchants of Mol- 
davia and Wallachia, for a certain space of time, to proceed from 
Galacz to Odessa, and vice versa, on board Russian steamers, on the 
condition of their complying Strictly to the regulations of the ports 
of Ismael and Reni, All the custom-houses between Moldavia and 
Wallachia have been abolished.

— Sir Henry de la Beche, the eminent geologist, and 
Worthington Smith, Esq., have been appointed by the government 
to inquire into the causes of the mine explosion at Ardsiey, We 
are informed on good authority that the depth of the air shaft of Oaks 
pit Is 285 yards ; the stage or scaffolding was 143 yards 9 inches from

OUGHBOROUGH.—An accident, attended with loss of life, occurred 
on Tuesday night between Loughborough and Kegworth, on the 
Midland Railway, It appears that when the down train, leaving 
Oughborough at ten o'clock, arrived at Derby, a communication 
was telegraphed to Loughborough stating that something, the driver 
thought a sheep, had been run over soon after the train had left 
Loughborough. The person in attendance at the station called up 
some of the servants, and three or four of them went down the line, 
with a view to clear it. About three-quarters of a mile from the 
station they found the body of a soldier lying across the rails of the 
down line. His head was shattered to atoms, his legs both severed a 
little below the knees, and he was otherwise mangled. In addition 
to the passenger train, a luggage or mineral train, consisting of fifty 
or sixty waggons, appeared to have gone over him. He was taken 
to the Loughborough station, where a coroner's jury will sit on his 
remains. Ihe body was so mangled as to prevent identification. 
The sergeant-major of the troop of the 4th Dragoon Guards, 
stationed. at Loughborough barracks, went to examine the body, and 
found a regimental number on the jacket, which showed it was the 
body of ‘Thomas Bulman, private, who was the only man missing 
from the barracks. He had left Loughborough on ‘Tuesday morn- 
ing to take some horses belonging to ‘Lieutenant Coles to Notting- 
ham, the head-quarters of the regiment, and had leave of absence 
until ten o'clock at night. How he could have got on the. line to 
this spotisa mystery which cannot at present be explained. He had 
been quarrelling at the tavern with some man or men, who, it is said, 
do not live at Loughborough. He was rather more than twenty-six 
years old, a native of Carlisle, and had been in the regiment about

IRELAND. 

Dustin. — The determination to reduce the labour on the public 
works by one fifth, to be followed by other periodical reductions, is 
regarded as judicious and necessary, provided only that relief in the 
shape of food under the temporary relief act should be distributed as 
rapidly as is consistent with the Organisation of such an elaborated 
and embarrassing system. ‘That there will be discontent among the 
class which will first be remitted to its own resources, and the culti- 
vation of the soil, is sufficiently certain; but all look to the absorp- 
tion of the disbanded mass in the working of their own patches or 
their neighbours’ fields. The occupiers of land will be found to be 
far more numerous than could be believed, The 20 per cent. will 
not displace a man whose maintenance depends on his manual labour. 
In Connaught, for instance, and chiefly Mayo, two out of every 
aaa individuals employed were occupiers of spots of land of some 

ind. 

Emigration is rapidly increasing, and along all the lines which 
lead from the interior to the ports or embarkation a continued stream 
flows towards the west. It is announced in the Cork papers that 
over two hundred tenants of the Duke of Devonshire in the south 
of Ireland, many of them holding large farms, and all of them in 
comfortable circumstances, are about to emigrate; and so great Is 
the stream from the north-west of Ireland that the Royal Canal 
Company have found it necessary to put on an additional packet-boat 
for the exclusive use of emigrants from Sligo, Donegal, Leitrim, 
Longford, and Westmeath. z 

A Goop Exame ter. — Mr. Ralph Osborne has addressed a circular 
to his tenantry, in which he proposes to supply all tenants holding 
from five to twenty Irish acres with turnip seed, to be paid for when 
the crop is realised. To the holders of the same quantity of land he 
offers three premiums — the highest (5/.) to the occupier who by 
spade cultivation shall produce the best statute acre of Swedish 
turnips. Besides this encouragement all holders of more than 
twenty-five acres, having paid up their rent, and acquired a character 
for industry and ability, may obtain leases, duration not specified. 
All tenants wishing to emigrate may disvose of their interests to ad- 
Joining solvent tenants, subject to the arent’s approval.

Axmacu. — We have learned that the curate, the Rev. Robert 
Haig, has fallen a victim, he having caught the distemper, to the 
zealous discharge of his clerical duties, “Mr. Haig was greatly re- 
spected by all Classes, and his loss will be severely felt, especially by 
the poor, to whom he was an open-handed friend. Dr. Leslie is also 
very ill, and in imminent danger of his’ life, In the workhouse, 
fever appears rather on the increase ; last Geek there were fifty-two 
deaths. A poor woman, on Monday week, fled from the workhouse 
with her four children, to escape the disease, The latter were re- 
moved from this world on Sunday, and she herself died on Tuesday. 

KILkENny, — The assizes commenced here on Saturday, and have 
not yet terminated. On Monday, shortly after the judges took their 
seats on the bench, the greatest sensation pervaded the court- house 
in consequence of a mounted policeman having arrived in post-haste 
with the following communication to Mr. J. Green, the resident 
magistrate, namely, that at eight o'clock ‘the same morning Mr. 
Jotin Prim, who was a pay-clerk under the Board of Works, was on 
his way to pay the men in his employment, was travelling in his own 
gig, accompanied by a policeman, and arriving at Chapelizod, the 
residence of Major Izod, shocking to relate both Mr. Prim and the 
policeman were shot dead. It appears that five shots were fired 
together at them, three of which took effect on Mr. Prim and two on 
the policeman; and the ruffians, not coutent with this, two of them 
reloaded and fired deliberately at the unfortunate victims who were 
stretched before them, having fallen out of the gig. The sum of 
money that Mr. Prim had about him at the time was 240/., but 
nothing particular has been yet ascertained here relative to the 
money; but certain it is that two of the ruflians are taken, it is 
Stated owing to the country people making pursuit. It is curious to 
remark, that at the time of the Occurrence the brother of Mr. Prim 
was impanelled as a juror when the news arrived, and that the next 
case he would have to try would be that for attacking and robbing a 
man of the name of Burrows in January last, also a pay-clerk, and 
under the Board of Works. They were triad and convicted, and 
immediately sentenced by Chief Justice Blackburn to transportation 
for life, who passed sentence in a very feeling address. He was 
aware of the detailed murder at the time, but of course made no 
allusion to it. z

Loss or AN EmiGrant Suir.—On Saturday last, intelligence was 
received in the city, announcing the awfui loss of an emigrant ship, 
belonging to Hamburg, in the Gulf Stream, while on her passage to 
Canada, by which 160 emigrants, with a portion of her crew, 
perished. The vessel is reported to be the barque Stephani, Captain 
Bruger, master, which sailed from the port of Hamburg on the 28th 
of October last. ‘The master and four of the crew are reported to 
have been picked up in an Open boat by a schooner from New 
Orleans. Further accounts are anxiously looked for by the agents in 
London and Hamburg.

Munper 1x Suorepircn. — On Wednesday night a fearful 
murder was committed by a man, named Thomas Brooks, an um- 
brella-rib-maker, residing in Shoreditch, upon William Gobert, who 
at the time was living with the sister of the former. ‘The prisoner, 
when conveyed to the station-house, at once confessed the crime, 
merely assigning as a reason for its commission, that had he not shot 
deceased, the latter would have shot him. When searched, some 
powder and shot were tound on his person. From his statement it 
appears that deceased, in company with the female mentioned, 
entered the house, and demanded some trifling property in the 
prisoner's possession, Upon being ordered to withdraw, and re- 
fusing, Brooks threatened to lodge a bullet in the breast of deceased, 
andjinstantly fired; the shot entering on the left side of the breast, 
death ensued instantaneously. ‘The prisoner is apparently under 
20, and his victim about 23 years of age. 


Sincurar ann Faran Accinent.—An inquest was held on Wed- 
nesday, by Mr. Bedford, at the Coach and Horses, Flood Street, 
Westminster, on the body of William Marshall, aged seventy-seven, 
a master boot-maker, of Great College Street, Westminster. On 
last Saturday noon the deceased was crossing the carriage road in 
Coilege Street, when, in stepping on the kerb stone, his foot slipped, 
and being unable to save himseif, from feebleness, he fell into the 
gutter on his side, by which the neck of the right thigh bone was 
fractured. He was conveyed to the Westminster Hospital, where he 
died on Tuesday morning. Verdict, “ Accidental death.” 


Deatns sy Finer. — On Wednesday, an inquest was held before 
Mr. W. Baker, on the body of Mary Stewart. It appeared from the 
evidence of a female named Mary Sharp, that on Sunday evening 
last she was passing by Truman, Hanbury, and Co.’s, brewers, in 
Brick Lane, Spitalfields, when she was alarmed by the cries of fire. 
She saw flames and smoke issuing from the windows of a house in 
Brick Lane, and on entering she discovered the deceased enveloped 
in fire, and in a kneeling position. The flames were immediately 
extinguished, and she was conveyed to the London Hospital, where 
she expired on the following morning. The deceased stated, while 
in the hospital, that she had lighted a candle with a piece of paper, 
during the absence of her daughter, and had thrown it on the ground, 
when her clothes ignited. ‘The jury returned a verdict of “ Acci- 
dental death.” Mr. Baker held another inquest on the body of Eilen 
Murray, aged 7 years. On Friday week, the deceased was left by 
her mother for a short time, and during her absence she removed a 
kettle from off the fire, and placed it in the fender. Her clothes 
caught fire, and before they could be extinguished, she was burnt 
most severely. She was conveyed to the London Hospital, where she 
expired on ‘Luesday last. Verdict, “ Accidental death.”

Tar Warterwork Parysic ar Hutt,.—The Hull Waterworks 
Company in some measure usurp the functions of the medical 
faculty, by wholesale administration of those sulphates and chlorides 
which form the saline solution of the ocean.

MisMANaGeMENT OF THE Mippiesex Hosritat. — A special ge- 
neral court of the governors of this hospital was held on Wednesday 
at the hospital, Charles Street, Bervers Street, to receive a report of 
the committee appointed to inquire into the government and ma- 
nagement of the hospital. Sir Robert H. Inglis took the chair. A 
dispute arose as to whether the apothecary an: house-surgeon were 
entitled to be present at the court. The chairman read one of the 
rules of the hospital, at sec. 12. chap. 1., which prohibited their at- 
tendance, and which he (the chairman) said was absolute. The 
apothecary accordingly withdrew; and Mr. Rogers, who temporarily 
filled the office of house-surgeon, as a volunteer, tendered his re- 
signation of that office, and remained in the room. Mr. Hawes 
read the report, which stated that the committee, having examined 
the chaplain and surgeons of other establishments, had come to the 
decision that the order, discipline, and cleanliness of the hospital by 
no means equalled that of other metropolitan hospitals; that the 
nurses were not engaged with sufficient care; that these facts proved 
the constitution of the weekly board to be defective; the respective 
offices of matron and secretary, and house-steward (the last two 
offices being held by one person) had not been properly fi led; and 
that there was a want of cordial co-operation among the oflicers. 
The committee begged, with reference to these objections in the 
management, to suggest the following matters for alteration : — 
1. As regards the weekly board, that in lieu therecf there be a new 
general board elected, to consist of a president, vice-presidents, and 
eighteen vice-governors; that a book be kept, wherein to enter re- 
marks and suggestions of improvement; that a sub-committee be 
appointed for visiting; that six lay governors go out of office an- 
nually by rotation, but that they be eligible for re-election. 2, That 
the oflices of house steward and secretary be no longer vested in one 
person, but that an active and competent house steward be imme- 
diately appointed. 3. That the secretary no longer reside in the 
house. 4. The committee suggested that the duties of the matron 
require revision, 5. That the number of nurses are at present too 
few, the night nurses being only allowed six hours out of the twenty- 
four for rest. 6. That in future there will be a weekly report as to 
the management of the hospital. And, lastly, 7. After mature con- 
sideration the committee think it essential to the welfare of the 
hospital in general that Mr. Tuson, one of the surgeons, should re- 
sign his appointment. On the chairman putting the question of the 
adoption and printing of the report to the meeting great objection 
was offered, on the plea of its being very undesirable to adopt so 1m- 
portant a report without the most careful consideration. An amend- 
ment was also proposed to the effect that, if the report were printed, 
it should be with the omission of the 7th suggestion respecting Mr. 
‘Tuson; it being contended. that it would be highly unjust to that 
gentleman to cast any imputation upon him, to attach any stigma to 
his character, when they did not even know of what he was accused. 
Sir Walter Stirling did not see that, in requesting Mr. Tuson to re- 
sign, in consequence of there being a disagreement between him and 
the other medical officers, they cast any stigma on his character, 
either personal or official, With reference to printing the report 
without that part relating to Mr. Tuson, Mr. Malton did not think 
it competent in any meeting to adopt a report and then to print it 
only in part. After much discussion an amendment was carried, 
resolving that four copies of the report and two copies of the 
evidence should lie on the table for the inspection of governors 
until that day five weeks, until which time the meeting was ad- 
journed.

This moral dissipation, for which the constitution of the 
Irish character too readily adapted the people, he fostered and en- 
couraged. In listening to speeches on grievances, real or imaginary, 
they were taught to believe all they wished on earth could be accom- 
plished. How miserably deceived — how wofully corrected! Time 
mis-spent, exertions misdirected, delusive hopes a occas: until a 
trying period of man’s real duty having been fulfilled comes in the 
shape of famine, and proves to all but the infatuated victims, that 
like the foolish virgins in the parable, they have burned their oil to 
little purpose, and wasted opportunities w. a t 
prepared victims for the ravages of famine and disease, without any 
hope, but from the charity and Christian forbearance of that very 
people who have suffered so much in feeling at home, and reputation 
abroad, from the calumnious misrepresentations of the false prophets, 
who have thus led Ireland to the verge of ruin. The Poland of Wes- 
tern Europe indeed !’ The vary ser.timent chills our sympathy for the 
hapless nation alluded to. Let Englishmen only understand that 
the national character of the Poles really approaches that of the Irish 
agitators, and nothing, we believe, would have a more serious in- 
fluence upon their hopes of any assistance from us. If Cracow has 
indeed been the focus of similar disaffection, agitation, and selfish 
policy, which has been exhibited by Ireland s turbulent leaders, no 
sane or prudent mind could hesitate in believing that the course re- 
cently taken by the three northern powers was the only one effec- 
tively adapted to ensure the peace, and therefore the prosperity, of 
their own people. The law of nature is superior to the law of 
treaties, and governments have first to consider the happiness of 
those they rule over rather than the convenience of strangers. But 
we have better sources of information than John O'Connell as to the 
condition and national feeling of the unprejudiced Irish. Travellers, 
in happier times than the present, have given us accounts, and 
sketched scenes that speak very differently of Ireland prosperous and 
happy, than the interested views which alone the O’Connell family 
and tail can take. We have also read with pride and satisfaction of 
a devotion to British interests, sealed with Ireland’s best blood, on 
many a hard contested field, whose glorious issue sheds lustre on 
English history. No, Ireland is not the vile ingrate that noisy de- 
magogues, her self-styled friends, so industriously endeavour to make 
England believe. We are not so credulous as they unfortunately 
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have found their own countrymen to be, asregards our feelings 
towards them; and even these, we find, are being gradually un- 
deceived. Whilst we write, accounts come in of gratitude and 
thankfulness expressed by the Irish people for our assistance in the 
hour of need and of pressing want; and if we do confess to some 
temporary feeling on hearing the unfair insinuation of Mr. John 
O'Connell, whatever of unkindness is dismissed from our minds as 
we place on record the following tribute of Irish distress to English 
sympathy : — “ A meeting of the relief committee of the diocese of

SHIELDS HARBOUR. 

Shields Harbour is situated on the coast of Northumberland, at the 
entrance of the river Tyne. Its most southern part is formed by a 
small headland in the county of Durham, and our engraving is a 
view of this marine refuge looking towards the towns of North and 
South Shields. It was constituted a recognised harbour early in the 
reign of Edward L., by a prior of Tynemouth, but met at the onset 
of its establishment serious opposition from the burgesses of the 
neighbouring city of Newcastle, who considered it a violation of their 
charter, and who procured a decree suppressing the market, and of 
course its dependent, the harbour, and also compelling the prior to 
destroy all buildings he had erected in furtherance of his objects, It 
was not until the time of Cromwell that Shields Harbour again 
emerged from the obscurity thus imposed, when acts were passed 
authorising quays to be formed, and re-establishing the market. It 
was not however till the close ofthe seventeenth century that the re- 
strictions upon the trade of the place were removed, and from that 
time the prosperity of the harbour and the two towns of North and 


South Shields is to be dated.

In 
the course of a few days the plastered walls, that should be smooth 
and fair, are covered with excrescences and unsightly eruptions. 
These are all patched up and repaired as quickly as possible, because 
the paper-hangers must come in; and at last all this cobbling is 
hidden from the sight by “a gaudy penny paper,” the colours of 
which are soon acted upon by the lime of the plaster, and are ever 
varying as the hues of the chameleon. — T'he Builder.

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THE WEEK. 


Tue Cracow debate came to a termination on Thursday night. 
Happily the House was not forced into a division. Mr. Hume 
withdrew his resolntion, and thus spared members the humilia- 
tion of recording that there were Englishmen to be found who 
could counter one piece of dishonesty by another. 

We are not sorry that the subject was mooted. It atforded an 
excellent opportunity for the enunciation of principles befitting 
British statesmen, and for the exhibition of a front which no 
foreign power can contemplate without dismay. Sir Robert Peel 
came out with great force. He carefully avoided the bullying 
tone which those had employed who were for carrying the reso- 
lutions, without giving Government the power of taking ulterior 
measures, and yet denounced the states that had violated the 
Vienna treaty in terms neither weak nor ambiguous. 

On Wednesday afternoon the House of Commons went into 
committee on the Ten Hours Bill, resolving by 144 to 66, that 
the eleven hour clause should be retained for the first year; and 
the ten hour clause in perpetuity. ‘The third reading of the Bill 
will come on at the end of April, Easter preventing an earlier 
discussion, and the measure of humanity, for which manufacturers 
and workpeople are alike solicitous, will then go up to the House 
of Lords to be ratified as part of the law of the land. 

The Poor Relief (Ireland) Bill has at length been recommitted, 
and our second edition will probably report the discussion, if 
any, which may have taken place upon it last night. But little 
other business, beyond mere matters of routine, have engaged 
Parliament since our last. Some notices of motion have been 
given, some petitions presented, but it will be time enough to 
notice them when they are brought forward with a view to 
discussion. 

Her Majesty and Prince Albert came to town on Wednesday, 
and will, we suppose, remain at Buckingham Palace until the first 
Drawing-room js over. The Prince is to be inaugurated next 
week as Chancellor of Cambridge University. 

There is much interesting intelligence in the foreign papers. 
Those from Paris announce the death of M. Martin (du Nord), 
an estimable man and member of the ministry. He is to be 
succeeded by M. Hebert, the procureur general, an intimate friend 
and adviser of M. Guizot. Queen Christina and Count Bresson 
had arrived in Paris, and been received by Louis Philippe with 
every mark of distinction and gratitude. It is no more than they 
deserved. Count Bresson, it is said, aspires to a higher and more 
agreeable diplomatic appointment than the embassy to Madrid. 
Whether his past services will be recognised by his transfer to 
Rome or Vienna, will depend upon the turn affairs may take in 
Madrid. Ifthe Pope grants the unfortunate yyoung Queen a di- 
vorce from her husband, there will be an opening for a new 
match, and France must take care that some more acceptable 
suitor does not step in and destroy the Montpensier hopes. 
Turkey and Greece are still at issue. ‘The Greek cabinet has 
been allowed a month’s delay to consider, and comply with, the 
demands of the Sultan, who acts with the concurrence of the re- 
presentatives of the great Powers at Constantinople. A con- 
spiracy had been discovered at the Turkish capital, at the head of 
which was Hafiz Pacha, late Minister of Justice. The object of 
it is not yet stated, but from the number of arrests made and the 
excitement prevailing, it is supposed to have been of an extensive 
character. ‘The intelligence from America refers principaliy to 
the operations of Congress. All the bills brought forward for 
supplies of funds to bring the war with Mexico to a close, and 
the other bills arising out of the campaign, were in course of dis- 
cussion. Mr, Webster had brought forward two resolutions : 
first, that the war with Mexico ought not to be prosecuted for the 
acquisition of territory ; and secondly, that the States Government 
Ought to signify to Mexico that they do not desire to dismember 
that republic, and is ready to treat for peace, for a liberal adjust- 
ment of boundary, and for a just indemnity for claims due by 
either government to the citizens of the other. There are no of- 
ficial accounts of the progress of hostilities in the south, but pri- 
vate letters announce that the American arms had sustained 
certain reverses. 

There is little of interest from Spain, at least from Madrid, 
where the Cortes were debating mere parish matters. A cor- 
respondent of a daily paper writes, —

Mr. W. Astell. There are six or seven candidates already 
named, but it is very doubtful if any one will care to contest a 
seat, the tenure of which must necessarily be exceedingly brief. 

The general fast day, ordered for Wednesday next, will be 
very strictly kept. The proclamation holds out threats of punish- 
ment to the disobedient. The lord mayor has directed that all 
shops be closed; but the Post Office authorities indirectly com- 
pel merchants to keep their counting-houses open, for they will 
not postpone the departure of the Indian Mail. 

The knell of Mr. Warner's invention has, as far as the long 
range is concerned, been rung. The officers appointed to make a 
trial of it have announced the complete failure of the experiments.

The Duke of Ricumonp presented several petitions complaining that the Poor 
Remoral Act operated in an unjust and grievous manner, and praying for a Te- 
medy. He hoped that the Noble Marquis (the Marquis of Lansdowne) would 
see the necessity of having the whole Law of Settlement brought under consider- 
ation, He must say that he differed altogether with the report which the select 
committee on the Poor Removal Act had come to, and thought if they delayed 
the amendment of the Act till the whole question of the Law of Settlement was 
disposed of, great injury would be inflictea.—Lord CAMPBELL said, having the 
honour of being on the committee, he entirely concurred in the report which had 
emanated from it.—-Lord BrouGHaM took the same view that the framers of the 
report had taken: the general complaint from the country against this Act was, 
not that it was oppressive or unjust, but that it was so written that they could 
neither make head nor tail of it.—Lord Beaumont thought advantage should be 
tak: n of the present measure until further consideration on the subject should 
have produced a better.—The Duke of Ricumonp hoped that if her Majesty’s 
Government would not alter the plan, which they had taken from Sir James 
Graham’s suggestions, that they would do justice to the poor-law guardians, and 
bear the expenses of any litigation that might ensue.—Lord ASHBURTON con- 
sidered the present Act had effected considerable good. He thought time ought 
to be given to the people to ease themselves of their obligations to each other,— 
Lord Portman thought that it was greatly to be desired that the Law of Settle- 


ment should be as speedily defined, and the question decided as soon as possible. 


Some other discussion ensued, when the matter dropped.

LATEST FOREIGN NEWS. 


FRANCE.—IMPORTANT CONVENTION.—On the 27th ult., the Emperor of Russia 
instructed his charge d'affaires in France to purchase the inscription of the French 
tentes, of which the Bank wished to dispose, to the extent of fifty millions of 
francs in capital. The Minister of Foreign Affairs immediately put the Russian 
chargé d’affairs in communication with the governor of the Bank and the Minister 
of Finance. The propositions transmitted by order of the Emperorjhave been de- 
bated, accepted, and a convention was signed to that effect yesterday, the ltth of 
March, between the governor of the Bank and the chargé d’affaires of Kussia. 
The convention has been approved by the council general of the Bank of France, 
in its meeting this day. The funds rose on this announcement in the Passage of 
the Opera more than one franc. They were done in the early part of the even- 
ing at 77f. 90c., and closed at 79f. 5c. 7 
Spain. — The famous Carlist chief, Tristany, entered the important town of 
Tarrasa, in Catalonia, on the 7th instant, with 300 men, when an engagement 
took place between his party and the Queen's troops, consisting of 300 infantr 
and 25 cavalry. The Government forces, in the official accounts, of course bopo 
the victory, but they lost one officer and eight men killed besides several 
wounded. The loss of the enemy, not being mentioned, was probaul nil; and 
the only advantage the Christinos can boast of has been, that they fore d ri 
tany to retire, which probably he would have done just as soon had l be left 
alone.

M. GUIZOT. 


The present French minister of Foreign 
Affairs, M. Guizot, was born in 1787, in 
the town of Nismes. His father, an ad- 
vocate and a Protestant, was brought to 
the scaffold on the 8th of April, 1794, 
simply because he was suspected by the 
sanguinary triumvirate who then ruled 
France. The mother of M. Guizot who, 
with two of her children, had been com- 

elled to witness the horrifying execution, 
immediately afterwards removed from 
Nismes to Geneva, in the Gymnasium es- 
tablishment of which city, Francis Pierre 
Guillaume Guizot received his education. 
In 1805, M. Guizot left Geneva for Paris, 
where he was engaged as tutor in the fa~ 
mily of M. Stapfer who had been Swiss 
minister in Paris, and here he was intro- 
duced toa lady, Madlle. de Meulan, the 
last member of a family ruined by the re- 
volution, who was honourably supporting 
herself by suds a periodical called the 
“ Publiciste.” During a period of indis- 
position, when she saw ruin before her 
eyes, young Guizot volunteered some ad- 
mirably written articles, and continued 
his assistance until the lady recovered. 
In a few years afterwards Madlle. de 
Meulan and M. Guizot were married. 
For several years M. Guizot devoted 
himself to literature, and published a va- 
riety of works, amongst which was a 
translation into French of Gibbon’s * Rise 
and Fall of the Roman Empire,” with 
lucid notes. In 1812, he was nominated 
deputy historical lecturer at the university 
of Paris, and soon after became the pro- 
fessor of Modern History. M. Guizot, 
during the eventful year 1814, visited his 
mother at Nismes, and his political career 
dates from the first restoration, when he 
was selected to fill the office of secretary 
general to the Minister of the Interior. 
After the second restoration he became 

ain secretary general, under M. de 

arbe- Marbois. e subsequently joined 
the party which advocated the political 
views entertained by the Duc de Orleans, 
now Louis Philippe, King of the French. 
In support of these principles, called the 
Decazes system, he wrote several able 
pamphlets, In 1825, he fell into disgrace 
with the then reigning family, and he was 
interdicted as Professor of History. In 
retirement he continued the opponent of 
the Polignac cabinet, although he was no 
party, direct or indirect, to the revolution 
of 1830, during which time he was at 
Nismes. He returned to Paris on the 
26th of July, and drew up the protest of 
the Deputies against the “ Ordonances; ” 
but ultimately, M. Guizot, from being a 
passive spectator, became an approver of

nominal presidence of Marshal Soult, but 
of which M. Guizot was the working 
head. Subsequently, his career is suffi- 
ciently within popular knowledge to re- 
quire no further comment from us. He 
has succeeded, during a long term of office, 
to secure order in France, and obtained 
for that restless and ambitious country 
more respect and consideration than is her 
due, considering the fickleness, the fraud, 
and the selfishness, which have all along 
marked her transactions with foreign 
nations,

GUERILLA WARFARE. 


We introduce here the latest news from 
Portugal as a fitting commentary upon 
the scene depicted below. In the civil 
war now raging in that country but little 
else than such sanguinary combats on a 
small scale occur, In such an one, the 
late brave English soldier, General Mac- 
donnell, lost his life ; and in still more re- 
cent skirmishes one or more devoted 
leaders of either party have fallen ob- 
scurely, and without their names being 
connected with some great Struggle des- 
tined to constitute a bright page in future 
history. Our latest accounts from Lis- 
bon state that Marshal Saldanha had not 
advanced beyond Oliveira dos Azemeis 
five leagues south of Oporto, and that the 
insurgents had surrendered the fortress of 
Almeida, their last stronghold in the pro- 
vince of Beira, 

One of the most noted guerilla chief- 
tains, José Estevas, is said to have entered 
Evora on the 4th inst. with 1200 men, in 
order to replace Conde de Mello, who is 
at Potalegre with 1000 troops. Schwal- 
back had marched to attack Evora, sup- 
posing it to be evacuated, hearing of 
Mello’s departure. This officer is re- 
ported to have sustained a slight repulse 
at Etremoz, but not of such a nature as to 
impede his progress to Portalegre. Co- 
lonel Martelli was kilied at Estremoz. 
A somewhat similar affair took place 
on the 8th at Regoa, between the popular 
battalion of Coimbra, forming part of the 
force under General Guedes, and a por-

FINE ARTS. 


Mr. Dalton, the artist, has just painted a full-length picture (life 
size) of his Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, and it may be 
seen at the popular establishment of Mr. Hogarth, in the Hay- 
market. Asa likeness, this picture may be considered perfect. Mr. 
Dalton has not contented himself with a mere outlining of features ; 
he has caught the expression of the excellent Duke, and that is the 
great point to be attained after all. But we cannot suffer a prowl 
ing young artist to run away with the idea that expression is enough. 
In portrait painting, we look for a degree of finish —an een to 
details, that shall stamp the work at once as an accurate resemblance 
and an ornament. Now, Mr. Dalton is a very long way from finish, 
He seems, indeed, to be perfectly indifferent to anything but general 
effect, and that effect to be produced by a distant view of the picture 
— the more distant the better. This is the scene-painter’s design, 
and a very proper one too; but what is commendable and necessary 
in him, is death to the portrait painter. ;

According to my apprehension and understanding of the 
nature of the case, as it is agreed on all hands to be, it was a trust to apply the 
annual receipts substantially in annual expenditure. Upon the materials which 
were before the master, and which are stated to a great extent in his report, it 
became probable, and to my mind is probable, to say the least of it, that the 
whole of the amount claimed by Mr. Gibbs had been expended, although not in 
a manner which could legally be allowed adversely against the parish. It does 
not, therefore, follow, because the sum due to him, if that expression may be 
used, is less than the amount claimed to be due to him, that there had been any 
want of pecuniary honesty, if I may use that phrase, and I see no reason for be- 
lieving it. I see reason for believing that there has been a very mistaken course 
of action, which, as 1 has happened, has tended to his disadvantage, and not to 
his advantage. l am at a loss to see a satisfactory explanation given for his 
having allowed a period of twenty years to pass without having produced or ex- 
hibited his accounts. It may be that he was not asked for it by his colleagues 
of the select vestry, but I am of opinion that he ought not to have waited 
for that. The parish at large was Interested in knowing it, and the neglect of 
duty on the part of a body o! which he was a member could be no apology for 
that neglect of duty on his part. Upon that ground, therefore, without at all 
questioning the incegrity of Mr. Gibbs, or the honesty of his intentions, although, 
subject to that observation, cen suring the course which he has thought it right 
to pursue, I think he must pay the costs of the suit up to the hearing before the 
Master of the Rolls, subject to the observations I am about to make, That wiil 
include, | think, the costs of all persons except Mr. Atkins, who was a select 
vestryman during the whole tine. All the others appear to me, as far as I under- 
stand it, when they first became connected with the parish, to have found matters 
very much in the same condition as they have been for some time. Then comes 
the question of costs after the hearing. Now by means of the answer, but not 
before ‘the state of Mr. Gibbs’ accounts and claims must have been, and did be- 
coma 'notorious in the parish.

He further expresses a convic- 
tion that if British subjects should be induced to emigrate to Texas, they will 
probably encounter sickness and destitution. — By order of her Majesty’s Colo- 
nial, Land, and Emigration Commissioners, S. WALLCoTT, Secretary. 

It has been ascertained that in the majority of cases of emigration 
from Europe, the unfortunate emigrants will have to encounter dis- 
tress, misery, destitution, and death. I have been highly gratified at 
the public notice which your lordship has taken of the proceedings 
of an association which, in the teeth of such‘authority, holds out de- 
lusive promises to the industrious population of the empire, as I am 
convinced that, coming from such a source, and after so minute an 
inquiry as 1 am informed your lordship has instituted, it will have 
the effect of checking the sanguine spirit which such representations 
are calculated to encourage. It must be most satisfactory to your 
lordship to be assured that numbers of people were preparing to run 
the hazard of emigrating to Texas, who have, in consequence of the 
tone in which your lordship has spoken from the magisterial chair, 
altered their determination to break up their homes up6n so dan- 
gerous a speculation. I can add nothing to the force of the caution 
which I have read, or to the very effective manner in which you have 
denounced the attempts of those who were interested in the emigrat- 
ing enterprise. The Lord Mayor said, I felt it to be my duty to 
obtain the most accurate information before l uttered a word upon 
the subject; but having ascertained the nature and character of the 
association, I did not for a moment hesitate to denounce it. I have, 
since the statement of what took place here appeared in the news- 
papers, received several letters confirmatory of the result of my 
inquiries, and I rejoice at the appearance of the government agent in 
support of my view, for I am convinced that if there were any poor 
people who hesitated, their doubts upon the matter would be com- 
pletely settled by the publicity which L dare say will be given to this 
Interview. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES,

Several engines were quickly on the 
Spot, water was abundant, and the firemen lost notime in endeavour- 
ing to arrest the flames, but the stock of the upper floors was con- 
sumed, and great loss was sustained alco in the lower part of the 
factory. On Tuesday morning a fire was discovered upon the pre- 
mises in the occupation of Mr. Paxman, 57. Elizabeth Street 
Hackney Road. It began in the lower floor of the house. The in- 
mates at the time were in their beds asleep. Mrs. Paxman made an 
escape in her night-clothes, over the roof of the premises, and the 
remainder of the occupants got out of the back windows. ‘lhe in- 
telligence having been promptly forwarded to the fire stations, the 
Whitecross Street brigade engine arrived, and having set to work, 
succeeded in getting the fire extinguished, but not until considerable 
damage was done, Mr. Paxman was insured in the I’henix.— 
About the same hour a fire broke out in the wine cellar under 
9. New Broad Street, City, the property of Messrs. Butler and 
James, wine merchants. The Jeffrey’s Square engine and an escape 
of the Royal Suciety were speedily on the spot, and the fire was soon 
extinguished.— Another fire took place in the premises of Mr. Alex- 
ander Young, maltster, in Church Lane, Fulham. It originated in 
the malt-house, from a spark flying out of the kiln. The parish en- 
gine, with two of the brigade from town, and that of the West of 
ungland Company, attended. ‘The fire was soon subdued; not, 
however, uniil the windows and doors on the ground tloor, together 
with the joistings and floorinss, were burned, and the stock damaged 
by water.—A fourth fire broke out at 24. William Street, Lant 
Street, Borough, belonging to Mr. Ridler, chandler. The engines 
of the brigade attended, and the damage was confined to the destruc- 
tion of a number of books, and injury to the stock in trade and fix- 
tures.

Extensive ConFtacration at Batrersea.— One of the most 
extensive fires that has occurred in the county of Surrey for a con- 
siderable period broke cut on Monday morning, upon the premises 
belonging to Mr. John Bethell, patent naphtha distiller and saw mill 
p oprietor, situate in Battersea Fields. The property destroyed 
formed a continuous line of buildings, extending from the water 
side nearly 100 yards back, and were adjoined by the timber-yard and 
stores belonging to Mr. W. Robins, The Battersea Dock separated 
the buildings from those in the tenure of Messrs. Pass and Sons 
limeburners; but, unfortunately, even that large space proved of no 
service in stopping the work of destruction. It is computed that in 
the brief space of ten minutes or a quarter of an hour there were at 
least 10,000 gallons of naphtha, pitch, and tar burning with the 
greatest vehemence.

the fat nobleman, who, when advised by his sovereign to take exer- 
cise, said that he did so, by walking every morning once round his fat 
brother; and the work is done—the mind and the heart are alike con- 
tracted and chilled, But would you have the dignity and pleasure 
of sound intelligence? Take another course. Turn your back 
sometimes on your dwelling, though a majestic pile or a rose-covered 
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cottage. Ramble far and wide, wherever your means and opportuni- 
ties allow; look on lands and rivers, the valleys and hills, the rocks 
and the shores; mark the beings who give life to every picture, 
whether beautiful or sublime, soft and bland, or ruggid and romantic. 
Yes; hearken to the sounds of nature, from the hum of the insect to 
the loud dash of the ocean, and of nature’s children, too, with your 
own ears; view the diversified objects of this glorious world with 
your own eyes, and the fault is yours if you are not wiser and better. 

Are you depressed? Adopt the same course, and your spirits will 
rise like the mercury of the barometer on a genial day. For what 
says Burton of the traveller? “ He took great content, exceeding 
delight in that his voyage. And who doth not who will attempt the 
like? For peregrination charms our senses with such unspeakable 
and sweet variety, that some count him unhappy who never travelled, 
a kind of prisoner, and pity his case, that from his cradle to his old 
age he beholds the same, still, still, still the same, the same.” And 
truly may it be said—only take your seat cosily in a railway carriage; 
visit some place of pleasant resort; and unless you are curious as to 
look below the surface, you will see so many gaily conversing, freely 
sharing in the good things that await the choice of the traveller, and 
mingling withal so many spicy jokes and hearty laughs, that the 
clouds which have gathered over your mind will be dispersed; you 
will think all the world is merry, and forget that you are sad.

‘Ihe brief traditionary accounts of 
this place that have reached our times, ascribe its origin to the 
doughty Warrens, Earls of Surrey; but our opinion, derived from a 
very careful survey of the locality and jts military works, is, that the 
mound originally formed the centre of a British camp of great 
strength and beauty, and that it afterwards became the site of a Saxon 
fortitication. Be this as it may, it is certain that the castle of Rei- 
gate was one of the chief seats of the powerful, but free-hearted, 
Earls of Surrey. ‘Ihe misfortunes of one of these noblemen, in the
